How Corbett Whipped 
the Britisher. 


The Californian’s Superiority 
Clearly Manifested. 


He Slugs His Bitter Adversary 
Most Unmercifully, 


A FINISH IN THREE ROUNDS. 


John L. Sullivan’s Old Foe 
Beaten at Last. 


Mitchell Was Sent to Earth in 
a Helpless Mass. 


The Blood Gushed from Both 
Month and Nose. 


THE FIGHTERS ARE ARRESTED. 


Particulers of the Contest for $20,000 and 
the Championship—Nearly 8000 Spec- 
tators Witness the Siaughter— 

No Handshaking.

JACKSONVILLE, Jan. 25.—(By the 
Associated Press.) For the first time 
since he has been acknowledged the 
head of the pugilistic fraternity of ‘the 
world, James J. Corbett defended with 
success the title which he won by de- 
feating the former champion, John L. 
Sullivan. Pitted against the boasted 
exponent of the manly art in England, 
America’s brawny representative has 
proved his fitness for the place of honor 
which his muscles won for him, and 
the tail of the British lion has been se- 
verely stepped upon. Charles Mitchell 
is groveling in the dust of defeat, heap- 
ing imprecations upon his ill-luck and 
mingling with them vain’ regrets of 
‘his inability to whip his victor. The 
British pugilist has attended his fistic 
funeral, and henceforth will remember 
with poignant grief the time and place 
of his first defeat. 

Mitchell made a gallant battle—that 
much is conceded -by all who witnessed 
the encounter—and when he went down 


| for the last time, after his utmost to 


retrieve the laurel wreath which had 
been his through life, there were but 


few among the spectators who grudged 


him sympathy, and fewer still who 
failed to commend him for his effort to 
win: 

It all happened out on the sand dunes 
of East Jacksonville, where a white- 
waehed fence surrounds an _  inclosure 


whose circumference is half a mile. In-. 


side a bar-like roof covers the ring in 
which the battle was fought. From its 
side and upward sloped benches for 
the spectators, above whose heads was 
the sky alone. 

Two miles from the city is this place 
whose sandy roads, hub-deep in oak 
shrubs and stunted pines, surrounded 
the grounds. The gathering’ of the 
clans, white, black and mixed, began 
early in the day. Hundreds waded out 
through the sand and mud without 
tickets, but desiring to be near the 
scene of the conflict. Every wheeled 
affair in the city was pressed into ser+. 
ice to carry those who had tickets, but 
the facilities were inadequate and there 
was a train of toiling pedestrians from 
early morning until the fight was on. 
Couriers, mounted on Texan . ponies, 
were ready at hand to carry the news 
from the ring to the telegraph wires, 
two miles away. 

When the big doors were thrown 
open there was a rush for places. The 
capacity of the amphitheater is 8000 
and while there were some empty spots 
here and there the crowds seemed well- 
nigh large enough for the space. 

By and by came evidences of the 
approach of the principals in the con- 
test. First came a faint cry away down 
the sandy road toward the city, and 
so passed on to the arena. The: gladi- 
ators came not far apart and alighted 
from their carriages nearly simulta- 
neously, both looking to be in fine trim 


confident. 


THE MEN'S ANIMOSITY. 

Those who know Corbett well had 
been told by him that it was not his in- 
tention, even should he have the oppor- 
tunity, to finish the fight at once. The 
relations which have existed hetween 
the men made him desirious of punish- 
ing the Englishman soundly, and he 
had given it out that, even with the 
chance of losing the fight by an acci- 
dental blow, he would not accept an 
early opening for a knock-out, saying: 
“IT will prolong this fight. I must pun- 
ish that fellow. I will cut him if 1 
ean into threads and shoestrings. Fin- 
ally, when Ihave got all through with 
him for myself then I will win that 
purse.” This purpose was in Corbett's 
heart as he faced the Englishman and 
the progress of the fight demonstrated 
that he pursued this plan to some ex- 
tent. 

What Mitchell thought as he faced 
theAWestern giant may never be Known. 
Doubtless his governing thought was 
to win for glory. The telling punish- 
ment to which the British pugilist was 
subjected told heavily on him. At the 
outset ‘his every: action indicated the 
watchfulness which characterized his 
pugilistic history. Mingled with this, 
however, was. the evidence of thac 
bitter hatred which he bore toward his 


tall opponent. This bitternesg added 
strength to his every blow but did not 
abate his carefulness-and cunning, it 
rather intensified them. 

As the fight wore on and the Amer- 
ican showed himself master of the 
Englishman, evidences of something 
akin to despair began to be noticeable 
in his manner. He called to his aid his 
very best powers as a ring general and 
tried to stave off the inevitable. 
blows of his opponent, however, were 
too heavy and too scientificaily di- 
rected to be withstood; the English- 
man’s rallies becdme feebler and feebler 
as blow after blow was rained on him, 
and though he stood the punishment 
with grim, bull-dog determination 
neither human nor brute nature could 
withstand the stunning effect of the 
punishment which he received, and he 
sank to the ground a defeated man. 
There was a look on his face of sor- 
rowfui regret, mingled with hatred, 
fierce and malignant, such as seldom -is 
seen on the face of a man and finally, 
after an unsuccessful struggle to renew 
the fight, forcing himself to a half- 
erect position, he toppled ove! and fell 
headiong into the arena while a tre- 
mendcous shout of exultation rose from 
the throats of Corbett's friends, such 
as was never before heard in this 
quaint, guiet town. 

POPULAR PNTHUSIASM. 

The streets of the city tonight are 
thronged with people, strangers and 
residents alike, all cheering the triumph 
of America over England. Patriotism 
has broken loose in the old Florida 
town. As gigs and phaetons and tally- 
hos and hacks raced back after the 
fight to the city, two miles away, ladies 
and children put their heads out of 
windows and came out on the porches 
of the pretty residences and waved 
| their. handkerchiefs in happiness over 
the resu!t, 

The hotels are jammed with people. 
Brass bands on the streets are loudly 
blowing for the victory of Billy Brady’s 
boy. The sports are all arranging to 
follow. the fighters out of the State, 
and the trains tomorrow will carry the 
greater portion of the men who have 
come from all, parts of the country, 
risking their money and spending their 
time to see the fight. 


THE BVENT. 


Betting Was Largely in Corbett’s Favor— 
Militiamen Were There. 
JACKSONVILLE, Jan. 25.—(By the 
Associated Press.) All Jacksonville was 
astir early; in fact: many of the sports 
remained up all night. Betting this 
merning was strong in Corbett’s favor, 
the general impression being that the 
Englishman would stand no show 
against him. Mitchell and party, how- 
ever, seemed perfeetly confident. 
Mitchell arose at 7 o'clock, hungry for 
breakfast. He went through shert, light 
exercise, then partook of mutton chops. 
steak, potatoes and toast. He then 
rested till it was time to leave for the 
ring side. He expressed himself as hay- 
ing a good chance to win, and declared 
he would-do so if he could, 
Although orders weté recelVed last 
night for the dismissal of the troops, 
the adjutant-general decided to continue 
them under orders until after Judge 
Call announced his final decision this 
morning. It was nearly noon when*in- 
structions were given to, break camp, 
and a majority of the soldiers left for 
their homes at once, though some went 
to see the fight. The weather, which 
was fair during the early morning, 
changed later to a heavy downpour of 


rain, flooding the streets, though with 


indications for a pleasant afternoon. 

Jack Dempsey, who was with Corbett 
in the ring, informed the club this morn- 
ing that unless the posts around the 
ring were padded, as the club had 
agreed to do, Corbett would not enter 
the ring; furthermore, fhe platform 
must be braced and made more solid 
and the ropes drawn taut.

The gates were thrown open at noon 
and the crowd made a rush. a go0d 
many people getting in without paying. 
Meantime men were busy padding the 
ring and sprinkling rosin on the floor. 

While waiting for the fighters to ap- 
pear the crowd was surprised by the 
appearance of a large squad of militia 
outside the gate, but they were un- 
armed and it secon became apparent 
that their intentions were not hostile. 
Then a carriage drove up and the ex- 
citement was at a fever heat when Cor- 
hett appeared. The spectators greeted 
him with tumultuous applause as he 
appeared on the platform. 

Mitchell next appeared. His recep- 
tion was almost equal to Corbett’s. 
Then. came Referee Kelly, who shook 
hands with the fighters, called them to 
‘the center and instructed them as to 
their conduct during the fight. The sec- 
onds then appeared, Jim Hall, “‘Pony” 
Moore, Tom Allen and Steve O'Donnell 
for Mitchell, with “Bat” Masterson as 
timekeeper. Corbett’s seconds were 
John Donaldson, Billy Delaney, Jack 
Dempsey, and William MacMillan. The 
timekeeper for Corbett was Ted Folley, 
and the timekeeper for the club was 
“Snapper” Garrison. 

Referee Kelly and the police exam- 
ined the gloves. Time was called at 
1:45. 

FIGHT BY ROUNDS. 

It was 2:08 p.m., when the arrival of 
the champion in the ring was an- 
nounced. Hats and umbrellas went 
into the air as Corbett, clad in a large 
bath-robe, walked through the aisie. 
As Mitchel! climbed into the ring at 
2:12%4 Corbett’s face was a study. He 
eyed’ Mitchell with interest and a sar- 
donic grin played over his face, which 
said as plainly as words: “I have you 
now.” Mitchell was imrpassive, neither 
smiling nor saying. anything: 

When Corbett threw aside his robe he 
appeared clad in nothing but a red, 
white and black trunk... He wore black 
shoes and dark-brown gloves. Mitchell 
‘wore white ‘gloves, black shoes and 
trunk, and his right wrist was ban- 


daged. Corbett refused to shake hands 
and time was called at 2:20.

Round 1.—Corbett, at the call of 
time, sprang to the center of the ring, 
while his man was just emerging from 
his corner. Corbett fought with the 
same style of guard employed so suc- 
cessfully in his combat with Sullivan. 
Mitchell’s guard was low, with the 
left hand tending downward and Cor- 
bett’s right went in over the heart. 
The Englishman was forced to the 
ropes by feints and for a full minute 
the men stood or pranced,  feint- 
ing and fiddling about. Mitchell finally 
shot out his left for the body, falling 
short in the effort and Corbett 
deavored to counter, unsuccessfully. 
They came together in a clinch, Cor- 
bett at once anticipating his opponent's 
move by putting the heel of hiw opened 
glove up against Mitchell's nose. 
Mitchell then, after a couple of efforts, 
got in with his left on the stomach of 
the American. Corbett countered with 
his right on the ear and brought cvlor 
to the Briton’s face. Mitchell twice 
led for Corbett’s ribs, landing both 
times, but was short in each instance. 
Corbett continued nursing his man 
around the sides of the ring, as 
Schaefer would the ivories in a lng 
rail run. Corbett landed lightly with 
the left, Mitchell making good with 
two body blows, one to the short ribs 
and the other to the chest, both light 
and landing without any superficial 
traces. Mitchell again sent out his left, 
falling short and deing ne harm. On 
another lead from Mitchell, who was 
being penned against the ropes and 
thus forced to lead, Corbett planted 
a light left over the Englishman's 
heart. Mitchell once more tried to fight 
his man off by leading with his left, 
the American countering with a right 
for the head. Mitchell avoided it by 
his clever and famous duck. Just be- 
fore time was called he led for Cor- 
bett’s face, landing lightly as the lat- 
ter was going away from it, and then 
following it up he repeated the blow. 
When Corbett went to his corner a 
smile of self-confidence lit up his fea- 
tures as if to say: “He’s weighed ana 
found wanting.’’ 

Round 2.—Corbett, as in the first 
round, got the stage corner and kept 
Mitchell up against the ropes through- 
out the round; Mitchell once reaching 
the center by taking to his feet and 
getting out of the tight place in which 
Corbett had hemmed him. Corbett led 
with his left. reaching the face with 
a jolt which shook up the man from 
Her Majesty's domain. Mitchell led 
with his right, Corbett getting out of 
reach and then retaliating .in a like 
manner. Corbett forced the foreigner 
to the southeast corner with his right, 
and, on Mitchell ducking, upper-cut the 
latter with a short-arm left. Mitchell 
ran in on Corbett after this, the Amer- 
ican driving him off with a left-hand 
blow in the region of the kidneys. Cor- 
bett shot out a left ‘‘hook’’ to Mitchell's 
face, and, drawing back quick for a re- 
peater, found the Birmingham man 
with his left arm about his (Corbett’s) 
neck in a clinch. Corbett brushed 
Mitchell off, and, getting him in close 
quarters a.second later sent in a 
right-hand upper-cut to the heart of 
the alien. Mitchell cleverly got away 
from a left-hand swing. Corbett, who 
evidently saw he ha@ the baftle won, 
followed in, and at™ close quarters 
brought his right in over Mitchell's 
heart. The blow was a powerful one, 
and had much to do with the speedy 
success that came to the champion. 
It was then that Mitchell first got the 
center of the ring. The crowd saw 
him wheel about after the heart-blow, 
hissed at him as he ran away from 
Corbett, some of the spectators crying 
out aloud above the din of cheers and 


hisses: “Chantilly.”” Corbett kept up 
the pace; he was bent on finish- 
ing the battle as soon as _ pos- 


sible, and sent in left and right by 
turns, smothering Mitchell and shak- 
ing him up to the point where most 
men will lose a fight.

He led 
with his left, and again timing himself 
for a recoil, Caught Mitchell on a cross- 
counter to the side of the jaw. He did

not reach the vital part aimed at, but 
the .force of the blow was sufficient to 
send Mitchell to the ground and under 
the lower rope. Corbett crouched over 
the prostrate, though conscious, foe- 
man, who was looking at him through a 
half-open left eye. The seconds from 
both sides bounced inside the roped in- 
closure, and the confusion was of the 
mest exciting kind. Referee Kelly 


rushed to the side of their principal 
and begged him not to hazard his 
chances to secure victory ‘by losing on 
a foul. Referee Kelly stood over Mit- 
chell, his time occupied in about equal 


‘parts In counting the seconds and paw- 


ing off Corbett. Fully eight seconds 
had elapsed from the.time when Mit- 
chell went to grass until he regained 
his feet in a stooping posture, and Cor- 
bett was still struggling with his sec- 
Mitchell fell over 
on his side and sat on the boards, it 
looking like a deliberate invitation for 
Corbett to commit a foul and it proved 
irresistible for the champion. Tle 
jumped at his foeman and, swinging hia 
right, struck Mitchell while the latter 
was still in a sitting posture. He evi- 
dentiy regretted sending the blow for 
as-as it landed he had so veered 
course that instead of being planted 
firmly it grazed Mitchell's head on top. 
Again the Mitchell corner sent up a 
cry of “Foul!” but the referee disal- 
lowed it, claiming that it had done no 
harm. MitcheH then fell in on Cor- 
bett and got to his feet to escape an- 
other swing, while “Snapper” Garriscn 
pounded the big gong for time. Cor- 
bett heard it and turned and went to 
his corner. Instead of going to his the 
Englishman bounded for Corbett, 
catching the latter just as he was get- 
ting into his chair. It was a right- 
hand swine and the warnings of Cor- 
bett’s seconds did not stay it. It landed 
on Corbett’s well-rounded head and 
glanced off harmlessly to the shoulders. 
“Foul!” cried Brady, but Corbett shook 
his head and Mitchell was carried to 
his corner groggy and worn out with 
the work of the rouad. 

Round 3.—Mitchell came up with his 
nostrils dilating and his regular teeth 
sct on a mass of coagulated blood, 
which must have found its wiy upward 
from the fearful crashes that hada 
been sent in to his heart. Corbett was 
unscarred, not a scratch being visible on 
his face. Mitchell was slow in coming 
up, Corbett going straight for him.

hand fell limply to his side, the right 
falling under the body in the descent. 
The body reached the floor face down- 
ward and lay there as lifeless as that 
of one dead. There could be no further 
doubts. There was one chance in a 
thousand that Mitchell would recover 
inside the prescribed ten seconds. His 
face was turned slightly to the right 
and from mouth and nostrils oozed 
blood in tiny streams. Kelly had 
counted ten seconds slowly enough, 
and in his deliberation about the mat- 
ter there was much of mercy. When 
time had finally run its limit, Kelly, 
with a wave of the hand toward Cor- 
bett’s corner, shouted: ‘“‘Corbett wins,” 
at the same time beckoning the seconds 
of Mitchell to their man. 

At the signal “‘Pony’’ Moore, Jim 
Hall and Steve O'Donnell stooped down 
over Mitchell, O’Donnell applying a 
bottle of ammonia to the nostrils of 
the Englishman. He lay there despite 
this and the three picked up the limp 
body and slowly carried it to a corner. 
Here the bottle was again put to Mitch- 
ell and, nineteen seconds after the last 
blow had been sent in, his eyes opened 
dreamily. out,’”’ said “Pony” 
Moore. Mitchell made no response 
verbally but shrugged his shoul- 
ders as he was think- 
ing of the “spilled milk” story. His 
long English bathing-gown was forced 
over his arms and he was slowly led 
from the ring to the dressing-room. 
Corbett meantime was being besieged 
by a crowd of friends, who fairly 
wrung his arms. His first act after 
the fight had been won and lost was 
to throw his still-gloved hands about 
the waist of his little manager and she 
two indulged in what sounded very 
much like a kiss. Kelly shook Corbett 
by the hand, flourished a $29,000 roll of 
bank bills and told him that it bee 
longed to him on demand, and the tn- 
ternational battle which has kept the 
political world as well as the fistic world 
agog for nearly a year was over. 

Corbett stands the acknowledged 
champion of the world without a flaw 
in the title, by his slashing defeat of 
Sullivan and Mitchell. Not even the 
most ardent admirers of the great Cal- 
ifornia pugilist could have dreamed of 
a more brilliant victory than that of 
today. The Englishman was never for 
a moment in it. He was wholly out- 
classed and so completely beaten as to 
leave no margin for consolation or ex- 
planation, 


A REVIEW OF THE SLAUGHTER. 


Cordett Was Hot for His Quarry and Nearly 


Committed a Foul. 
JACKSONVILLE, Jan. 25.—(By the 
Associated Press.) It was a short, sharp 
and decisive fight, too brief to have 
many elements of savagery init. It was 
a foregone conclusion from the moment 
the men stepped to the center of 
the ring,‘and, Corbett’s hatred of the 
Englishman coming to the surface, in- 
hibited him from shaking hands with 
the man who had so uniformly abused 
and insulted him. There was all but 
murder in Corbett’s eye as they faced 
each other, and the intense feeling of 
hatred crept out. As Corbett cornered 
the Englishman, and as his long arms 
shot out with the force of a catapult, 
there was vengeance in the wind. 
Mitchell showed wonderful cleverness 
in the beginning, crawling out of the 
close quarters into which the superior 
Size, reach and weight of his opponent 
bore him; but there was no faltering 
in Corbett’s plan of campaign, and he 
slowly surrounded the Briton, raining 
in upon his head and sides a shower of 


/} Savage punches. There was despair in 


Mitchell’s face as he tried vainly to 
elude his agile pursuer, and,” finally, 
when Corbett closed with him in an 
off corner, Mitchell realized that it was 
no longer possible for him to escape the 
battery of the American. He pluckily 
tried to spar, and, failing, sought to 
clinch; but Corbett finally beat him off, 
and with a sharp blow ‘on the side of 
the jaw brought the Englishman on all 
fours. It was then that the crowd 
broke loose in a wild shout of applause. 

With the cheers of his friends ringing 
in his ears, and with the memories of 
the past crowding fast upon him, Cor- 
bett lost his head, and with the agility 
tiger and the anger of a lion 
sprang toward the pitiable Englishman 
on the rough, rosined platform. De- 
scribing a semi-circle with his right, 
tried to land a_ knockout .blow. 
Twice he tried this, but Mitchell’s weak 
and wabbling body saved the American 
from foolishly sacrificing the honor 
and glory that have come to him from 
the now decisive battle with the En- 
glishman... There were cries of foul 
from the crowd, although the senti- 


with the American. 

Corbett’s seconds, with great presence 
of mind, shot through the ropes; John 
Kelly ran to the side of the down- 
fallen pugilist, and Corbett was dragged 
away. Mitchell was conscious, and 
knew Corbett was standing over him, 
ready to deal without mercy the blow 
that should end the fight. When the 
Englishman finally struggled to his 
feet, Corbett, without a tithe of pity, 
pounded his big gloves into the face 
of his foe until the latter staggered and 
fell against the ropes, and then lay al- 
most sprawling on the floor with blood 
smeared all over his face. When Mit- 
chell was again on his feet, the men 
closed in Corbett’s corner, and there 
Was a savage exchange of blows. 
When the gong sounded, the seconds 
and referee and half a dozen others 
in the corner had to pry the enemies 
apart. 

It was hard work to bring Mitchell 
up again, but Corbett sprang out when 
the gong sounded. There was hardly a 
moment of sparring. Mitchell tried but 
once, his last desperate play being to 
tackle, but Corbett. was remarkably 
foxy and alert, and soon crowded the 
beaten Briton to the ropes again; then; 
with another of his merciless jabs, sat 
his rival flat on the floor. Mitchell 
was evidently suffering severely, and 
his face was a picture of woe. His 
mouth and nose were bleeding, and 
with his big gloves he had smeared 
blood all over his face until his ap- 
pearance was: horrible. 

Again Corbett, losing presence of 
mind, started toward Mitchell and again 
his hands swung out, but again his sec- 
onds ran forward to save him from 
nominal defeat. Big John Kelly ran 
over to the ropes where Mitchell was 
lying, and Corbett was borne back to 
his seat. Mitchell hardly cared to rise 
and Kelly’s finger went up an down 
like the pendulum of a clock to count 
the seconds that must elapse before 
the battle was over. It seemed an hour 
before Mitchell finally rose to Mis feet 
and it was dangerously near the limit 
of time, but, just before the gcng rang 
out, Mitchell did stand up, leaning 
against the ropes. Kelly waved his fin- 
ger to Corbett, who was seated in the 
corner, and the American champion 
sprang forward for the last time. 

Striding over to where Mitchell stood, 
a dangerous leer in his eye, and with 
the supréme satisfaction of revenge, 
Corbett “Shot his hand out with the 
speed of a lightning bolt. The big glove 
landed fairly and squarely on Mitchell's 
face and the Englishman fell prone 
upon the stage, blood oozing from his 
mouth and staining the rough pine 
boards of the ring. He made one at- 
tempt.to move himself and then turned 
over and lay with his face to the floor, 
utterly and absolutely beaten, until his 
seconds ran over and bore him to his 
corner, There, with the cheers of thou- 
sands of people dimly ringing in his 
ears, he sat in his corner trying to 
realize the suddenness and complete- 
ness with which all his hopes had been 
blasted. 

The crowd remained long enough to 
see Mitchell borne to his corner, then 
while the fallen gladiator was receiy- 
ing the consolation of his admirers and 
he sympathy of ‘‘Pony”’ Moore, his 
tath Corbett was. surrounded

and crushed by franti¢ friends, all try- 
ing to shake hands at once.’ 

As soon as the fight was over Cor- 
bett had slipped on his trousers again 
and drawn towels about fhiim, then 
stepping as lightly as when he entered 
the ring, he made his way slowly back 
to the old kitchen in the yard where he 
had spent an hour before the fight 
waiting for Mitchell to come. Mitchell 
drew an old gray bathing-gown over 
his shoulders and, aided by his seconds 
and friends, was led back to his room. 
Preparations were then made to get 
the fighters out of the city. There was 
a great crowd around the dressing- 
room until the pugilists were ready 
té leave, but the majority of the sports 
rushed back to town as soon as the 
gong sounded the death-knell of Mitch- 
ell’s pugilistic hopes. 


THE PUGILISTS ARRESTED. 


They are Charged With Fighting by Previous 
Apvointment—A Reconciliation. 

JACKSONVILLE, Jan. 25.—(By the 
Associated Press.) After the close of 
the fight, just as Corbett’s carriage 
was ready to drive off a deputy sheriff 
got on top with the driver and the 
‘startling announcement was made that 
the American champion was under ar- 
rest. Mitchell did not escape. Sheriff 
Broward walked over to the English- 
man’s carriage just before it was 
ready to start and Mitchell was noti- 
fied that he must again face the law. 
The two men are only technically un- 
der arrest. They submitted without 
resistance and their friends readily 
came to.their assistance and provided 
security for their release. 

Mitchell, after being taken to the 
Everett House by Sheriff Broward, 
where he was given a bath and a slight 
rub duwn, was taken to the Court- 
house. With him were Billy Thompson 
and Col. Cockrell. The party went to 
the Sheriff's private office and a mes- 
senger was sent to hunt up Judge 
Call, before whom habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings will be brought in behalf of 
both pugilists. Mitchell now looked 
none the worse for the hard punching 
as he sat in the Sheriff's office to 
await the arrival of the Judge. The 
arrest was caused by Atty.-Gen. La- 
mar on a charge of prize-fighting by 
previous appointment. 

THE AMENDE HONORABLE. 

While Corbett and Mitchell were in 
the courtroom together, and through 
the efforts of Joe Vendig, the long- 
cherished animosity of the two men 
toward each other was buried. Though 
they had not exchanged the usual 
handshakes in the ring, either before 
or after the battle, they cordially 
shook hands in the courtroom. 

Mitchell made a little speech in 
which he acknowledged having uttered 
many bitter sayings against Corbett, 
but said he regretted them and was 
glad that he had been whipped by a 
man worthy in every way to wear a 
champion’'s honors. There was gen- 
eral applause in the room over the 
reconciliation. 

It is not thought here that the court 
proceedings will be more than formal.

‘THE DECLINE IN BUSINESS. 


Dun’s: Review publishes the remark- 
able results of an inquiry regarding the 
‘s*+:=-* extent of decrease in various branches 

of business during the last half of 1893. 

Actual sales have been reported by 1117 

houses or companies, aggregating $213,- 

409,626 this year, against $304,460,103 in 

the same months last year, a decrease 

of 29.7 per cent. In textile manufac- 
tures the decrease is 41 per cent. over 

47 per cent. in all woolens, 43 per cent. 
‘' $n silk and 37.1 per cent. in cotton man- 

ufactures, 29.2 per cent. in hosiery and 

25.6 in mixed textiles. In dry goods 

the sales decreased only 19.2 per cent, 

stocks .previously held having been 
much reduced, and the reported de- 

crease in sales of clothing is only 12.3 

per cent. In iron and steel manufac- 

ture the decrease is 39.8 per cent., but 
in hardware only 18.5 per cent.; in boot 
and shoe manufacture the decrease is 

16.6 per cent., but in the retail trade 

only 11.6 per cent. The decrease in fur- 

niture is 27.2 per cent., in jewelry 24.8 
‘ -per cent., and in sales of hats only 18.6 
per cent, It.is an interesting and en- 
couraging fact that sales of groceries 
are slightly larger than last year, 
though a little less at the East and 
West, but greater at the South. The 
fact that in most branches the decrease 
appears smaller at the South than at 
the West is one of the curious results 
of this novel investigation. 

Commenting upon these figures, the 
editor of the Review says: 


“Two things are to be kept in mind 
in studying these interesting returns. 
The first is that of the great number 
of firms which have failed, er manu- 
facturing establishments which are now 
closed, scareely any made reports in 
such form that they could be used. 
.Hence the decrease in aggregate sales 
may not improbably have been greater 
than the returns indieate. On the other 
hand, the difficulty of getting any re- 
turns of meat sales, and the impossi- 
’ bility of giving to the returns regarding 
food their real relative importance, 
probably tend to make the decrease 
in all sales appear somewhat greater 
than it has been. Between the two, the 
result probably approaches the truth as 
closely as any similar estimate ever 
prepared. 

“It will be seen ‘that the West and 
South report in most cases a smaller 
decrease than the Eastern States. For 
this there are several good reasons. 
The main difference between the sec- 
tions is due to the relative importance 
at the East of those great branches 
of manufacture which have been most 
affected by the restriction of business 
thus far. But ft is also true that the 
stock of goods carried by dealers in 
States distant from manufacturing 
regions would naturally have been much 
larger than in the nearer States, and 
as the consumption was supplied from 
stocks on hand as long as-possible, the 
apparent decrease in sales would nat- 
urally be-.smaller at the West and 
South. But, further, the number of 
trading failures in those sections has 
been relatively greater than at the 
East, so that the concerns remaining 
in business and reporting sales have 
had a relatively larger increase in num- 
ber of customers on that account.” 

These returns, which have been care- 
fully compiled from information re- 
ceived from more than a thouSsand dif- 
ferent sources, are certainly worthy 
the closest attention of all American 
voters.

It is astonish- 
ing how rapid have been the strides 
civilization has made in this field with- 

. im the past two decades. The present 
_ may be aptly designated as the Age of 
Electricity. The earnest effort of hu- 
man brain and hand in the electrical 
field has wrought such advancement 
that the world has been fairly revolu- 
tionized by the success secured. It is 
within the memory of the middle-aged 
when electricity was considered a most 
dangerous force in nature, and one 
which was never dreamed of as being 
made serviceable by applying it to our 
industrial and domestic needs. But to- 
day the arc lamps in use are counted 
by the hundred thousand, incandes- 
cent lamps by the million, while it

In 
addition to these, large numbers of 
electric-welding and metal-working ma- 
chines are in daily service in many, of 
our mantifactories. 

The past few years, also, have seen 
an immense extension in our telephone- 
service systems. The telephone has 
come to be regarded as being as neces- 
sary to the home and business estab- 
lishment of the active citizen as other 
essentials, and a vast amount of time 
and travel is saved by their use. The 
demand for electricity as an illuminat- 
ing agent is constantly increasing, and 
already it has been found to- be an 
agent that may be most successfully 
utilized in the domain of the kitchen, 
being far better for cooking purposes 
than either wood or coal, and also 
more convenient and satisfactory. 

There is also still another field which 
the future will doubtless see occupied 
by this subtle yet powerful agent. It 
may yet be stored in batteries and used 
for the propulsion of road vehicles, 
taking, in a measure, the place of the 


| horse. Yet it will never drive him 


from the field entirely, although it may 
be employed by the teamster where 
heavy loads are to be moved, with 
marked advantage. 
With all these inventions and im- 
provements life should be easier to all 
classes, for not the rich alone are bene- 
fited by them but society at large, and 
as research is pushed further and 
further into the undiscovered mysteries 
of nature the scientist’s efforts may be 
rewarded by discoveries outweighing 
in their value to the race even 
those already made. Electricity is like 
a new master in the field, like a master 
of magic working wonders, and behind 
this mysterious force there may be 
other forces which the genius of man 
may yet reach, and which shall help 
him .to smooth the roughness of life 
and the hardships of toil. No intelli- 
gent person believes that the limit of 
discoveries is reached in the electrical 
as any other field, and the genius of 
the twentieth century may make as 
rapid advancement along the highways 
of science as have been made in the 
century just closing and new 4do- 
mestic and industrial revolutions result 


therefrom that shall lift many of the. 


burdens of life from the masses, and 
make more even the lot of mortals. 


IT PLEASES THE BRITISHERS. 


Whatever may be thought by Amer- 
icans of Mr. Wilson’s proposed tariff 
bill, it is evident that this measure 
will give satisfaction to British manu- 
facturers, who are watching with close 
interest the progress which is being 
made with the bill. A correspondent 
of a Manchester paper writes from 
Bradford, which is in the center of 
the wool manufacturing district, and 
in the course of his letter states that 
the proposed Wilson tariff measure will 
give to the manufacturers of Bradford 
“far easier access than they have ever 
had to a market representing. a popu- 
lation of 70,000,000 people.”’ 

Further analyzing what free wool 
really means to the American manu- 
facturer this English expert asks. 
‘“‘How, under such circumstances, can 
the free wool clause hurt the Brad- 
ford manufacturer?” The following 
is an extract from this correspondent’s 
letter: 

“There is no doubt that the slight 

infusion of buoyancy into this market 
has been the result, to a partial extent, 
of the publication of the new tariff 
proposals in America. A good many 
opinions have been expressed and some 
figures given as to the favorable char- 
acter of that tariff from the point of 
view of Bradford wool staplers and 
manufacturers. But a good nmny 
opinions and a good many valuable 
figures have been kept back because 
Bradford men fear that capital will be 
made of them by American Republi- 
cans. Some even say that such state- 
ments might prevent the bill from 
passing. There is no adequate ground 
for this fear, which is entertained 
chiefly in: fair trade quarters. In the 
first place, Mr. Meeker, the American 
Consul, tells me that there is not the 
slightest doubt the bill will pass and 
in the second place, every man who 
reads his newspaper thoroughly knows 
that Mr. McKinley and other Republi- 
cans have dosed the American public 
ad nauseam with forebodings as to the 
injury the new tariff will inflict on 
American manufacturers and the bene- 
fit it will confer on English manu- 
facturers.’’ 
_ If British votes could be counted 
Mr. Cleveland would undoubtedly be 
re-elected in '96 by an overwhelming 
majority.

The City Attorney Instructed to Bring Suit 
Against E. H. Hutchinson and His 
Bondsmen—The Disputed 
Receipt. 


The City Council held an adjourned 
meeting yesterday morning, with ail 
the members present except Messrs. 
Gaffey and Strong. ’ 

Councilman Innes moved that the 
City Attorney be directed to prepare 
the necessary ordinance changing the 
following street names to Echo Park 
road: Lomitas street, Laguna avenue, 
from Bellevue avenue to Montana ave- 
nue; Montana avenue, from Laguna av- 
enue to Reservoir street; Utah street, 
from Reservoir street to Wyoming ave- 
nue, and Morton street, from Wyoming 
avenue to Effie street. Adopted. 

Councilman Innes moved that the 
City Engineer be directed to have the 
grade established on Laguna avenue, 
between Bellevue and Montana ave- 
nues; on Montana avenue, between La- 
guna and Park avenues, and on Park 
avenue, between Montana avenue and 
Pasadena boulevard. Adgpted. 

Councilman Campbell moved that the 
City Engineer present an ordinance to 
improve Johnson street according to 
specifications No. 6, from the north side 
of First street to the south side of 
Pennsylvania avenue. Adopted. 

The demands, intluding the pay-roll 
for the “‘unemployed,”’ were approved. 

Councilman Pessell moved that the 
Street Superintendent be directed to re- 
pair New Main street and Old Main 
street, between Jefferson street and 
the city limits, using soil. Adopted. 

Councilman Pessell moved that the 
Street Superintendent be directed to 
place crosswalks at Los Angeles and 
Washington streets, and at Santee and 
Washington streets. Referred to the 
Board of Public Works. 

President Teed moved that the City 
Engineer be instructed to prepare an 
ordinarice to sewer the district bounded 
on the north by Washington street, and 
on the east Figueroa’ street. 
Adopted. 

The following was presented: 

“Your Sewer Committee beg to report 
as follows: In the matter of the resolu- 
tion of Mr. Teed, adopted by your 
honorable body, on the 18th of the pres- 
ent month, asking that the Sewer Com- 
mittee make an investigation and re- 
port the facts to your body in refer- 
ence to an editorial which appeared in 
the Los Angeles Daily Herald of the 
same date, alleging that the Council 
had allowed the contractors on the out- 
fall_sewer the sum of $8000 for extra 
timbers, we would report that we find 
that, on July 10, 1893, the City Council 
entered into a contract with Messrs. 
Mackay & Young, contractors on thé 
outfall sewer, to leave remaining in sec- 

on 5A of the outfall sewer 2566 lineal 

6t of timber, at 75 cents per lineal 
/foot, was approved by His Honor, the 
Mayor, on August 9, 1893. 

‘The total bill of extras under this 
contract amounts to $1924.50; this is the 
only contract entered into for extras 
on the entire line of the sewer. 

“The extra timbering referred to was 
placed in the tunnel on section 5A of 
the outfall sewér for the following rea- 

ns: First, on the recommendation of 

. P. Vincent, civil engineer and su- 
perintendent of construction, who rec- 
ommended to this committee that the 
timbering that the contractors had 
placed in the tunnel during construc- 
tion should be left in, for the reason 
that the earth in which the tunnels 
were made was of a very treacherous 
and slippery nature, and was liable, 
should the timbers be drawn while the 
brick arches were green, which would 
have been the case should they have 
been drawn at all, as the brick arch 
was built on forms of lengths of seven 
feet each, and we are of the opinion 
that had timbers been drawn at 
that time that much of the brick arch 
would have been crushed, as_ they 
would have had to withstood the pres- 
sure of many tons of earth, and the 
contractors, under their contract, where 
the brick work had been built ac- 
"cording to plans and specifications, did 
not guarantee that the arch would not 
crush under such conditions, and under 
his contract he had a right to with- 
draw all timbers, and he notified this 
committee that unless he was paid for 
leaving the same in, that he would 
draw them, and use them in other 
places, and this is,’in brief, the facts in 
the case as near as we can ascertain 
them.”” Adapted. 

The spec commit on the Street 
Superintendent’s office reported ‘the fol- 
fowing: 

“Your committee, to whom was re- 
ferred the report of the City Attorney 
in reference to the alleged shortage in 
the office of ex-Street Superintendent 
E. H. Hutchinson, this committee re- 
ported some time ago that there was 
an apparent shortage in his“office of 
over $1200, and recommended that the 
City Attorney proceed to collect the 
same, be reported back to the Council 
that E. H. Hutchinson held receipt from 
Mr. Watson for over $878. This commit- 
tee has no means of finding out whether 
or not Mr. Hutchinson ever turned this 
money over to Mr. Watson; therefore, 
we recommend that the City Attorney 
proceed to collect the same from Mr. 
Hutchinson and his bondsmen.” 

Councilman Munson raised the point 
as to whether Mr. Hutchinson were the 
proper person to first proceed to en- 
deayor. to collect the money from. 

Councilman Nickell said he believed 
proceedings should be instituted to col- 
lect the $800 and more from Mr. Hut- 
chinson, as well as the $300 or so of 
apparent shortage which he had not 
yet explained away. When the matter 
was brought into court, then Mr. Hut- 
chinson could produce the receipt, and 
the court could pass upon its validity. 
If the court recognized the receipt as 
valid, then the Council could proceed 
to collect from Mr. Watson. 

City Attorney McFarland was called 
in. He said that when he was investi- 
gating the matter of the receipt in 
question, he found the receipt to be 
as he several weeks ago reported to the 
Council, for a long list of property, and 

Iso for the $800. When he first saw 

e receipt it seemed to him that the 
amount of money was written in a 
different handwriting. He questioned 
Mr. Keller, who made out the receipt, 
and that gentleman stated that, as he 
remembered it, the list of articles was 
made out and then they proceeded to 
count the money. The amount of the 
money was written in afterward, and 
might. have been with a different pen 
and also with different ink.

A Blunder by the “School. 
Board. 


Dr. Pepper’s Election as President 
Illegal. 


A Provision of the City Charter 
Violated. 


Written Slips Used When the Law Explicitly 
Requires an Open Ballot or Call 
. of Roli—The Effects .4 
the Error. 


Another singular proceeding in the 
actions of the Board of Education came 
to light yesterday. It seems that at 
the meeting of the board held on the 
evening of January §8, officers were 
elected or rather the president and 
secretary were re-elected for the en- 
suing year. The election of president, 
as will be remembered by those who 
were present, was by secret ballot, that 
is, after the nominations had been 
made, each member wrote his choice 
on a slip of paper. These slips were 
collected by tellers and were opened 
and counted by them. By such a bal- 
lot, Dr. Pepper was declared duly 
elected president of the board for the 
ensuing year. While the. election in 
thi§ manner would appear to be all 
right, yet on investigation it is found 


to be in direct violation of the city 
charter. 


e Section 9 of the city charter says: 
In all voting upon the appointment, 
confirmation, suspension and removal 
of officers, the members of the Council, 
or other body appointing, confirming, 
suspending or removing, sh&ll vote by 
open ballot or call of roll, and the bal- 
lot or vote of each member shall be 
spread upon the minutes.” 

It will thus be seen that there was 
no roll-call vote as is required by the 
charter, and inasmuch as the vote was 
secret it will be impossible for the 
secretary of the board to “spread upon 
the minutes” the vote of each member 
as the charter explicitly states shall 
be 

e secretary of the board was 
elected the same evening, but as he 
was chosen by acclamation, the validity 
of his election cannot be called in ques- 
tion in this manner. 

The blunder of the board in selecting 
a president by such illegal procedure 
may, however, lead to serious results. 
Even should there be a special meet- 
ing called and a president properly 
elected today, such action would fail 
to entirely patch up the difficulty. 
Since the illegal election there has been 
one regular meeting of the board, at 
which, although Dr. Pepper was not 
present, the committees appointed by 
him for the ensuing year were an- 
nounced. It is a question whether any 
warrants which he may have signed 
are legal. He not having been legally 
chosen it is unlikely that he would 
have any right to sign any document 
or even the minutes of the board as 
*‘President of the Board of Education.”’ 

A g 20d deal of surprise was expressed 
about the City Hall yesterday when 
this peculiar action of the board was 
made public. It was remarked as 
strange that a body having in charge 
the educational interests of the city 
and having for one its members a man 
supposed to be versed in at least or- 
dinary law. should conduct legislation 
regardless of the provisions of a docu- 
ment so important and yet so well 
known as the city charter. 

The election of Dr. Pepper as presi- 
dent being thus clearly shown to be il- 
legal, about the only thing the board 
can do is to proceed to elect a presi- 
dent by an open vote. As some of the 
members might choose to vote difter- 
ently in public from what they would 
in private the result might be entirely 
ph from that of the illegal elec- 
tion. . 

Upon a roll-call vote Dr. Pepper 
would naturally feel a delicacy against 
Besides this, Mr. 
Platt is in San Francisco. This will 
leave the matter in shape so that 
Messrs. Stein, Patty, Ashman. and 
Trask would be the only ones who could 
be depended on to vote for the doctor. 
Mr. Buehler, as is well known, has no 
love for the clique of members sup- 
posed to be in the combine and prob- 
ably would not support their candi- 
date. Mrs. Hughes and Dr. Wills 
would, of course, naturally vote for 
some one else. The vote would thus 


stand four in favor of Dr. Pepper and | 


four against, which, of course, would 
fail to elect him. 

Should some other member be elected 
president of the board the list of com- 
mittees would, perhaps, underga a 
change. As the Teachers’ Committec, 
appointed by Dr. Pepper at present 
stands it is composed of Mrs. Hughes 
and Messrs. Trask, Patty, Stein and 
Platt. It will be seen that, although 
Mrs. Hughes is a member of the com- 
mittee the other four members are of 
those who could probably be depended 
on to carry out any scheme favored by 
the supposed combine.

Action Against a Bank 
for $5000. 

S. A. Ames Seeks Satisfa:tion 
.n Notes. 


The Transaction Concerns Prominent 
Pei sons. 


The San Berdoon Indictments Quashed—Pour 
Girls Killed in a Snowslide—Meagher 
Inquest — McNulty’s Sentence 
Commuted—A Ban juc:. 


RIVERSIDBE, Jan. 25.—(Special.) The 
Riverside Banking Company is again 
before the public as the subject of gen- 
eral comment, brought into prominence 
this time by a suit instituted by Sam- 
uel A. Ames, through his attorney, E. 
B, Stanton, to recover the sum of $5000 
with interest and costs. Were it a suit 
simply to recover upon a promissory 
note overdue, such as are ordinarily 
brought, the matter would not create 
s0 much interest. But the charges in 
the complaint are of such a nature as 
to implicate, at least by inference, sev- 
eral of the parties in such a way as to 
show very shady transactions as hav- 
ing taken place in connection with the 
travels of the notes for which payment 
is sought. What these transactions 
were have not been made public, nor 
are they likely to be until the suit 
comes to trial, if it ever does, or until 


other proceedings are begun. The com-. 


plaint in this case states that, in Janu- 
ary, 1891, George E. Otis of Redlands, 
Superior Judge in San _ Bernardino 
county, gave to the Redlands Land 
Company as many twenty-seven 
promissory notes, ten of which wer@for 
$1000 dach, sixteen for $500 each, and 
one for $258.81, all made payable at the 
office of the Riverside Banking Com- 
pany, with interest at 12 per cent. To 
secure the notes a mortgage was given. 
In September, 1891, the Riverside Bank- 
ing Company purchased five of the 
$1000 notes and three of ‘the $500 notes, 
which in the game month the bank sold 
to Samuel A. Ames, plaintiff in this 
suit, the latter being assured by O. T. 
Dyer, manager for the bank, that the 
notes were amply secured by mortgages 
on Redlands property, which the River- 
side Banking Company held in its name 
and would continue to hold in trust for 
plaintiff. The complaint states further 
that, in December, 1892, the mortgages 
were released by the Redlands Land 
Company without the knowledge of 
plaintiff, O. T. Dyer having represented 
to Judge Otis that he could secure the 
money for him at a lower rate of inter- 
est, and anew mortgage could be given, 
it being agreed that all notes be ob- 
tained by Mr. Dyer and canceled. Upon 
these conditions, and so’ understanding 
the situation, a new mortgage was 
given by Judge and Mrs. Otis to se- 
cure $35,354.43, borrowed on a note made 
payable to the People’s Home Savings 
Bank, given December 28, 1892. Plain- 
tiff alleges that for his share to cancel 
the notes bought by him he has re- 
ceived nothing. 


Plaintiff further alleges that he 
Bave to defendant, on the 26th 
of June, 1893, the notes held by 


him, defendant having represented to 
him that Judge Otfs wished to pay the 
notes and cancel the obligations, and 
that defendant would collect from 
Judge Otis the amounts named and due 
upon the notes and pay the same to 
plaintiff. Upon delivering the notes 
plaintiff received from the Riverside 
Banking Company a receipt for the 
notes, showing that they wene given de- 
fendant for collection. The complaint 
then alleges that sr representations 
made by defendant ere false and 
fraudulent, and known by defendant to 
be so, and that Judge Otis did not in- 
tend to pay for the notes, but that the 
notes were delivered as canceled notes 
to Judge Otis. Plaintiff asks judgment 
for $5000 and costs. If the matter is 
not settled before reaching trial a spicy 
_time is looked for. — 


INDICTMENTS QUASHED. 


Sheriff Booth, ex-Sheriff Seymour and 
Liquor Dealer. Katz Go Free. 

SAN BERNARDINO, Jan. 25.—(Spe- 
cial.) The indictments against Sena-:or 
E. C. Seymour, ex-Sheriff of this 
county; Dr. J. P. Booth, Sheriff, and 
M. Katz, liquor-dealer, were quashed 
yesterday in very short order. Thurs- 
day morning was the time set for these 
defendants to plead to the charges 
brought against them by the late grand 
jury. Against Senator E. C. Seymour 
there were five indictments for per- 
jury in swearing to accounts rendered 
while he occupied the office of Sheriff 
of San Bernardino county. Against 
Dr. J. P. Booth, the incumbent, there 
was the same number of indictments 
. for the same offense. M. Katz had sev- 
eral indictments for selling liquor to 
Indians, and it was in answer to these 
charges that the three were to plead. 
When court opened there was a large 
humber of citizens present as the 
cases are of general interest. Judges 
Otis and Campbell were sitting in bank. 
Messrs. Waters, Harris, Rowell and 
Bledsoe appeared as attorneys for the 
defendants, and at once moved that 
the indictmentS against all three be 
quashed upon the grounds: First, that 
the grand jury did not vote upon the 
indictments, or upon any one of them; 
second, that it was not a legally-consti- 
tuted grand jury. 

A. J. Downer, a member of the late 
grand jury, was put upon the stand, 
and in the course of his testimony it 
appeared that the ten indictments—five 
each against Seymour and Booth—were 
voted upon together and in one mo- 
tion. 

Howard B. Smith, foreman of the late 
grand jury, when upon the stand, tes- 
tified that when the motion was made 
and carried finding the indictments, 
there were but eighteen members of 
the grand jury present: Also that 
when a motion was made to reconsider 
these indictments there were 8 votes 
in the affirmative, leaving but ten in 
favor of the indictments standing with- 
out reconsideration. W. J. Boden- 
hamer, convicted of embezzlement and 
of larceny while a resident of Missour1, 
had been subpoenaed as a witness, but 
was not present, so a recess was taken 
until 11:35, when he was put upon the 
stand. He was a member of the grand 
jury, and from all reports was the 
most officious man in the body, and did 
more work toward returning the in- 
dictments than did any other. He tes- 
tified that he had been convieted of 
embezzling public funds while an officer 
in the United States Land Office in 
Misgouri, for which crime he was con. 
victed. He was also sentenced for lar- 
ceny from a dwelling, and. was dis- 
charged for good behavior after serv- 
ing three-fourths of his term. He was 
present in the juryroom when the in- 
dictments were found against Seymour, 
Booth and, Katz. | 

The District Attorney said that he 
was satisfied the witness (Bodenhamer) 
was disqualified and these three cases 
could not hold. 

Judge Otis, speaking for the two sit- 
ting in bank, said: “The indictments 
are quashed, the defendants discharged 
and fully exonerated, and their bonds 
men released.”’

Judge Murphy's Recodimendation Determines 
the Governor on Commutation. 

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 25.—(By — the 

Associated Press.) It became known 


commuted the sentence of John Mc- 
Nulty from death to imprisonment fur 
life. The Associated Press representa- 
tive saw Gov. Markham’s private sec- 
retary, Higgins, who, with the au- 
thorization of the Governor, gave out 
the following facts for publication: 

At Gov. Markham’s request, Judge 
Murphy, who passed sentenve of death 
upon McNulty came to Sacramento. 
McNulty’s lawyer, Carroll Cook, and 
the Daughters of the Good Shepherd, 
who have been working in behalf of the 
condemned man, had represented to the 
Governor that Judge Murphy was un- 
alterably opposed to commutation. 
This Judge Murphy emphatically de- 
nied, saying that he did not sign the 
petition for commutation as urged be- 
cause the petition contained untruthful 
and garbled statements. After a two- 
hours’ consultation, during which Judge 
Murphy recommended commutation, 
Gov. Markham issued the papers which 
saved McNulty’s neck.

BOND PROCEEDS. 


Secretary Carlisle Defines His Authority Be- 
fore the Judiciary Committee.

The House Judiciary 
Committee today considered the ques- 
tion of a new bond issue as involved in 
Representative Baily’s resolution that 
the Secretafy of the Treasury has no 
authority to apply the proceeds of 
bonds for any purpose except resump- 
tion.

Mr. Marks claimed that 
the policy was written at the request of 
a special agent of the State Investment 
Company of San Francisco, and that the 
premium, $125, less the commission, was 
paid to the special agent on December 
15, 1892; that he drew the money out of 
the bank and paid it over to the s ] 
agent in person; that he did not know 
what the special agent’s name was, and 
that he did not remember whether or not 
he took a receipt trom him (for the 
money.
